Arc Konghly Handled By the 


StrIkers--«rowiuK Serious. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 18.—Yesterday 


afternoon James Hattou, of New York, 
a Pinkerton man, was patroling tho 
tracks in the vicinity of Van Wocrt 
street. Ho claims to have been struck 
with a stone in the chest, while his com- 
panion, who was on duty at that point, 
was knocked down and severely hurt by 
a gang of roughs. Then he fired his 
revolver into the crowd, tho ball strik- 
ing a small boy, aged fifteen years, 
named Richard Dwyer. Dwyer receiv- 
ed an ugly wound on the hip, and is 
now in the hospital, 


As4f by niagto the place suddenly 


swarmed with strikers, but almost as 
quickly a squad of blue-coated police- 
man came upon a run. The crowd was 
kept back with difficulty.

Police Willard ordered the arreat of five 
Pinkerton men who were told to shoot. 


BUFFALO, N. Y,, Aug. 18.—The New 


York Central and its connections aro 
ruunbg their passenger trains through 
this morning on a fair approximation to 
schedule time, a fact which it is argued 
is due largely to the moderation of the 
men out on a strike. But while the 
passenger traffic remains practically un- 
interrupted the freight situation at this 
point has grown vary much more seri- 
ous. Every sideing has its complement 
•f freight cars, mainly loaded with per- 
ishable freight, and even tbe Lake Shore 
side tracks, to a distance of twenty miles 
out, are packed with standing aban- 
doned trains. Between East Buffalo 
and Idlewood a very long "dressed 
beef" train lies motionless, its contents, 
to say the least, not being improved by 
the delay. 


There is no strike as yet on the Lake 


Shore road, but the switching of freight 
for that road is all done in the Central 
yards and they are not only already 
glutted with freight, but have no switch- 
men. So tho management has been 
obliged to find other places to store its 
accumulations and has utilized every 
available siding. 
An attempt will be 


made to move some of the • freight at 
East Buffalo to-day. 
"Wo have got 


men enough, though they aro green," 
said one of tho yardmen this morning, 
"and will put them to work if the strik- 
ers will let them do anything. 
We 


have got to move the stuff in tho East 
Buffalo yards; they are full now and 
whatever else comes has got to lie out- 
side till we can make room for it in the 
yards," 


A rumor was current this morning 


that tho Lehigh Val!ey men had gone 
out, but this entirely lacks confirma- 
tion. It was learned that the rumor 
arose from the threat of the switchmen 
to go out if the road moved Central 
freight. On Saturday night a Central 
stock train was running in the Lehigh 
tracks and the switchmen declared they 
would strike if it was not sent back 
where it belonged. • The road acceded 
'to this request and. sent the Central 
train back. 


Grand Master Sweeny of tho Switch- 


men's mutual aid association, was seen 
this morning. Ho was as conservative 
as ever, but was evidently smarting un- 
der the insolent treatment he had re- 
ceived yesterday at the hands of Super- 
intendent Burrows. Mr. Sweeny said: 
"The strike is a question of endurance 
between the men and the company, and 
I don't think the men will be the first 
to give in, as they are in tho righi in 
this matter. Tho Knights of Labor was 
n separate affair. The strike of our or- 
der, the railroad authorities precipitated 
upon themselves by ordering our mem- 
bers to take tho places of the strikers, 
which they declined to do. If they had 
consented and taken tho places of their 
brothers out on strike I should havo ox 
polled them from our order as soon as 
their actions had been made known to 
me."It is one of the iron clad rules of our 
order that none shall take the places of 
strikers. Tho men knew this and de- 
clined to obey orders, whereupon they 
were discharged. Tho road declined to 
reinstate them aud afterwards yielding 
to a universal-feeling of indignation the 
members of our association all struck. 
They were badly treated and aro iu tho 
right. I saw Mr. Burrows yesterday, 
and he declined to have anything to say 
to me, as a representative of tho men. 
He was arrogant and ugly,' and in nol 
tho kind of a man to hold such a posi 
tion. Ho is an overbearing, insulting 
follow, and the very last sort of on in 
dividual to handle men decently. Mr 
Burrows is directly responsible for th< 
present trouble. There may bo f nrthe 
trouble for the Central road in the waj 
of labor difficulties unless matters are 
soon adjusted."

Pieces of the dough of 
reasonable size are thrown into the 
deep holes where the larger fish congre- 
gate, and after eating a piece of the 
dough, the fish, however large, will sue 
oumb to the effects of the poison within 
five minutes. If cleaned at once there 
is little danger of the meat being pois- 
oned. This sort of thing has been prac- 
ticed extensively in some parts of the 
state and Colonel Dennis has deter- 
mined to put a stop to it.
